For one period the tussle re- 
solved itself into a personal duel 
between Clovechok and Ol’ Joe 
Fisher, Regina's play-now-and-then 
coach, 

VAN DEELAN INJURED 

Fisher was forced to come off 
the bench when, at game time, it 
was discovered that “Dutchy” Van 
Deelan, hardrock left winger, was 
fighting a losing battle with an 
injured ankle. So the one-time 
hireling of Detroit Red Wings hur- 
ried into his puck togs and elected 
to hold down a pivot role between 
Ab McDougall and Bill Kyle. 

Before he ran out of gas Fisher 
fired a pair of goals that kept his 
club in the fight during the early 
stages besides paving the way for 
Caps to take charge in 3-2 style 
early in the middle heat. 

The visitors were still steaming 
along on the front end when suc- 
cessive penalties to their starry de- 
fence pair of Harvey Barnes and 
Vie Myles after the halfway mark 
had been reached in the second 
period provided the opening for 
which Flyers had been looking. 

Barnes first was thumbed for 
tripping and he was hardly com- 
fortably seated beside Timer Stan 
Morgan when Myles earned the ire 
of the officials by putting hands 
to the puck as he knelt on the ice 
after breaking up a Flyer raid. 

it was a highly questionable 
eall but the Flyers weren't dis- 
posed to quibble while Myles 
sweated it out beside his team- 
mate. Clovechok teamed with 
linemates Doug Anderson and 
“Bing” Merluk for the counter 
that made it 3-3. 

You could almost hear the steam 
ooze out of the Caps as the light 
flashed the good news to the par- 
tisan house. Within a few minutes 
it became obvious that no WCHL 
pennant was to fly this season in 
Joe Dutkowski’s Queen City Gar- 
dens, 

SKATED CAPS INTO ICE 

Flyers took charge to skate Caps 
into the ice in the latter stages. 
Before the second period ended 
Johnny Black sped wraithlike into 
the Regina goalmouth to tip Bill 
Maher's lay-up pass into the hatch 
to make it 4-3. 

At 9.42 of the last stanza Clove- 
chok rocked Caps with his fourth 
goal of the game to run the margin 
to 5-3. Any lingering hopes the 
visitors harbored of mounting a 
game-saving offensive went out the 
window then and there. 

Caps were ready for the fork— 
they were done, 

As -Clovechok went about the 
pusiness of administering the hot- 
foot to the befuddled Caps certain 
of the fans whose memories serve 
them well undoubtedly gave thought 
to the difficulties he experienced 
earlier in the season, The ex-Van- 
couver Canuck came here touted as 
a sure-fire sniper and the record 
books bore out the rating. 

What the record books did not 
point out is that Andy Clovechok 
is a slow starter. For three weeks 
to a month he shaped up as the 
prize disappointment of the sea- 
son, 

Then he began to click and last 
night's four-star performance saw 
him reach the heights. 


EARLY START 

At 5.50 of the first period he was 
on his way after Merluk had sent 
him clear of the pack with a timely 
pass.

United Mine Workers 
America members are taking ex- 
ception to government ruling pro- 
hibiting workers employed at 
Star-Key mine before coal strike 
from voting on a_ bargaining 
agent, Thomas A. McCloy, district 
representative, UMWA said to- 
day. 

Present workers at the mine 
vote Monday on a _ bargaining 
agent, according to word received 
by McCloy from Clayton Adams, 
chairman of industrial relations 
board, the mine union official 
said, 

According to a statement re- 
ceived by McCloy, only employes 


presently employed at the mine 
will be entitled to vote, he said. 
McCloy points out that under 
the labor act any person em- 
ployed before a strike shall be 
deemed to be an_ employe. 
“Therefore,” McCloy states, “if 
there is any vote to be taken of 
employes of Star-Key mine, all 
the men listed on the company 
payroll before the work stoppage 
of January 14 are deemed to be 
considered as employes and 
should be entitled to vote.”

Someone has to be on the job to see that 
motorists don’t cheat on the machines. 
Someone must go around to collect the 
fees deposited in them, Someone must in- 
spect them regularly to see that they are in 
working order, Any clockwork mechanism 
of the kind, operated by dozens of different 
hands during the day, is bound to be com- 
plex and delicate. 

But the basic objection to parking met- 
ers is that the system charges for the use 
of the king’s highway, public thorough- 
fares that traditionally under British prac- 
tice are free to free men. 

Government has the right to regulate 
the use of public thoroughfares. It has the 
right to impose penalties if they are used 
improperly. It has the right to impose tax- 
ation to improve them. But it has no right 


the city’s police force will have to be en- 
larged to check meters. 

The North Cowichan municipality in 
B.C. has threatened to move the municipal 
offices from the town of Duncan because 
the meters there are irritating to those 
with whom the offices do business, 

It is easily understood that the terms 
under which parking meters are offered 
to Edmonton could be tempting to a civic 
administration. No outlay of money is in- 
volved. The selling company takes 75 per- 
cent of the revenue from the meters until 
they are paid for. After that the city takes 
all. 

The city, however, has done well to hes- 
itate before closing the deal. Something for 
nothing can sometimes be highly expensive 
in the long run, 


Another Job for Teachers 


Chief Justice Wendell B. Farris of the 
British Columbia supreme court would like 
to see “crime does not pay” classes estab- 
lished in the public schools of Canada. That 
will be another nice little job for school 


teachers. 

The B.C. jurist, advocating anti-crime 
courses in schools, is only following, of 
course, the trend of the times. For it is 
currently fashionable, if something goes , 
wrong, to blame it on the early school 
training of children. Conversely, if 
human nature falls down in some particu- 
lar, a loud cry goes up that the schools 
should do something about it. 

A recent instance of that was seen in 
Alberta when, after a few young motor 
ear drivers had become involved in acci- 
dents, a demand was made that courses 
in automobile operation should be given in 
the schools. 

Just what is expected of schoo] teachers 
anyway? 


Senate and Cabinet 


The Canadian senate would be brought 
more closely into intimate touch with the 
government of Canada and the administra- 
tion of Canadian affairs if the British prac- 
tice were adopted of filling a few cabinet 
vacancies with members of the upper 
house. 

Just now there is a row in Ottawa over 
the “suggestion that Transport Minister 
Chevrier should appear in person in the 
senate to introduce an act to amend the 
Canada Shipping Act. 

Certain senators take the position that 
the British North America Act does not 


Museum Should Be 


Provincial government plans to con- 
vert Government House, after the present 
arrangement with the Dominion expires 
July 1, 1949, into a provincial museum are 
unsatisfactory and unsound because 4 
provincial museum should be centrally lo- 


cated and readily available to every child in 
the city. 

The federal government holds no lease 
on Government House, but under an agree- 
ment covered by a privy council order the 
property was to be used by the department 
of pensions and national health for the 
duration of the war and six months after- 
wards. That agreement was extended to 
July 1, 1949. 

At present the building is used satis- 
factorily as a veteran’s hospital. It is 
ideally located for such a purpose, It is suf- 
ficiently remote from traffic to be quiet 
and far enough from industrial activities to 
provide good, clean air. 


They already have to teach the ele- 
ments of education, such as reading and 
writing and mathematics and the other 
basic knowledge which alone belongs on a 
school curriculum, They have to be quali- 
fied to give certain religious instruction. 
They are supposed to inculcate decent man- 
ners in children because if little Johnny 
fails to blow his nose properly, his teacher 
is sure to be blamed for it. 

And now a distinguished jurist solemnly 
proposes that teachers should be respons- 
ible for keeping youngsters out of jail. 

The average salary paid teachers in Al- 
berta is $2,000 a year. The average school 
district salary is $1,800 a year. The highest 
average in cities is $2,840. The lowest sal- 
ary is $1,200. The highest school teacher's 
salary paid in all Alberta is $5,000 and this 
is paid to a man with two degrees who is 
principal of Western Canada high school 
in Calgary and who manages a staff of 60. 

It seems to be a tremendous lot of re- 
sponsibility and work for the money. 


permit the members of one house to take 
part in parliamentary debate with mem- 
bers of the other. So the threat is that if 
Mr. Chevrier appears in the senate, a 
“stranger” will be “seen” and Mr. Chevrier, 
under the rules, will be escorted to the 
door. 

The senate is frequently ineffective 
because it is so remote from administra- 
tion. Its usefulness would be increased 
many hundred percent if senators were 
named to the cabinet and the senate was 
able to deal with government measures 
with first hand information.

These and other exhibits of a similar 
nature can be made of intense interest and 
value to Edmonton people and particularly 
to Edmonton children if they are displayed 
interestingly and in a place where citizens 
will fall into the habit of “dropping in.” 

Most archives and museum material 
lose 90 percent of their potential value be- 
cause they are tucked away in some musty 
and inaccessible place. 

To put Alberta’s historical mementoes 
away out in Government House will only 
bury them,

TALE OF BLOOD AND DEATH 


Famed Kensington Stone 
To Smithsonian Institute 


By FRANK CAREY 


WASHINGTON, March 12— 
(AP)—Smithsonian archeologists, 
announcing acquisition of Minne- 
sota’s famed “Kensington Stone,“ 
said yesterday they believe it is 
authentic. 

The carved stone contains a 
message ostensibly written by a 
party of Vikings in 1362, more 
than a century before Columbus's 
day. 


It relates in Norse characters 


that a band of Swedish and Nor- 
wegian explorers had reached 
what is now Minnesota—and then 
ran into trouble, presumably 
Indians. 


It is a tale of blood and death 
—and Smithsonian scientists see 
“a very high probabality” that it 
was the despairing message to 
posterity of the doomed men. 


Discovered im 1808 near Ken- 
sington, Minn. by Father Olof 
Ohman, the stone first was look- 
ed upon as a hoax. 

But in the last 50 years, says the 
Smithsonian institution, “one bit 
of evidence after another has 
come to light indicating that the 
relic is genuine.” Up until re- 
cently, the 200-pound stone was 
on display at the office of the 
Alexandria, Minn., Chamber of 
Commerce. 

Declaring the stone now has 
been transferred to the national 
museum “for safe keeping” and 
public exhibit—on a loan basis— 
the Smithsonian announcement 
said: 

“Even if it can not be indisput-

ably authenticated, the confirm- 
ing evidence that the stone con- 
stitutes a genuine record is so 
strong that this relic is regarded 
by Smithsonian archeologists as 
one of the most significant his- 
torical objects ever found in the 
New World.”

Stuttering is 


Usually 


Passing Phenomenon 


By Myrtle Meyer Eldred 
The stuttering which children 
tend to develop at about three years 
of age, is usually a passing phen- 
omenon, The mother expresses it 
this way, “Suddenly, he began to 
stammer.” It is only that it seems 


to other tensions which develop at 
about this time, The mother may 
notice, too, that the cl@ld's speech 
becomes high and very loud, 

Sometimes the staramering is 
connected with some event in the 
child’s life which has upset him. 
The coming of a new baby is an 
experience which all children do 
not take in stride, They have to 
adjust to it and while they make 
the adjustment they are tempor- 
arily nervous and stammering 
might be an indication of this. 

To move into a new neighbor- 
hood, or to a strange town, is not 
as pleasantly exciting to a child as 
it may be to the parents. Any move 
is a change and some children react 
poorly to change and show their 
tension by uneven speech, 


Also, at this age, the child is ac- 


quiring new words and putting 
them into sentences. Heretofore, he 
could talk with one or two words 
and punctuate them with helpful 
gestures and cries. Now he is strug- 
gling to put his thoughts into words 
and bring about in sentences a ful- 
fillment of his desires, Parents en- 
courage this by saying, “Now, you 
| tell me what you want and I'll get 
| % for you.” The effort to do this is 
often too much for the eager, ner- 
vous child, 

Stuttering of this type, should be 
| short-lived, Within six months the 
| child will have advanced into an- 
| other and calmer stage of growth. 
|He will have acquired a firmer 
| grasp on his new vocabulary and 
| will be in a position to let the words 
| flow out smoothly, 
| The stammering child does not 
| need special exercise in speaking, 
nor help in ending his sentences. 
To make him self-conscious of his 
speech js to increase his strain and 
make it more difficult for him to 
speak. 
wperhepe he needs most of all to 
feel a sense of ease and calm in 
his home, to be given more loving 
attention if it is necessary to help 
him over the hump of a new baby,

An External Affairs department 
spokesman said the Russian eme 
bassy had not informed the depart- 
ment of this’ announcement and 
“we regtet we were not consulted 
in advance.” 

Compliance with the requirement 
is purely voluntary but it was said 
if any Lithuanian becomes a Soviet 
citizen, rather than a Canadian 
citizen, they are subject to alien 
laws and deportation, although this 
does not mean they would be de- 
ported.
